DEAN  CUTLER  brought  these  pieces 
back  from  Southeast  Asia  where  she  had 
been  employed  for  the  past  seven  years  by 
the  U.  S.  State  Dept,  in  the  International 
Cooperative-  Administration  (ICA).  She 
worked  with  the  school  systems  in  Thailand 
and  Indonesia. 

Comprising  the  gift  are  10  native  cos- 
tumes, representing  10  Southeast  Asian 
countries,  plus  17  textiles,  paintings,  carv- 
ings and  ornaments. 

Of  primary  importance  among  the  cos- 
tumes is  the- Javanese  batik,  worn  by  peas- 
ant and  prince  alike  in  Java,  the  dean  said. 
Dean  Cutler  explained  that  the  batik,  a 
rectangular  sarong-type  garment,  required 
six  months  to  make, 

A DESIGN  is  drawn  on  the  cloth  with 
bee’s  wax,  after  which  the  cloth  is  dyed, 
Dean  Cutler  said.  The  dye  will  not  take 
where  the  cloth  is  imprinted  with  the  wax, 
thereby  the  design  is  formed.  Each  color 
demands  a new  application  of  wax,  she  told. 

Another  fabric  of  interest  is  the  gar- 
ment worn  by  women  of  high  status  in 
Thailand,  Dean  Cutler  continued.  It  is  hand 
woven  from  gold  threads  and  dyed  silk.
